About Junior College 


The junior college is i n c r e a s i n g l y becoming a doorway to 
higher education for the nation s youth. In recent years it 
has become obvious that the fifty-year-old prophecy of 
President David Starr Jordan of Stanford University will be 
realized: “We look upon the junior college movement which 
is now spreading throughout tlie United States as the most 
significant occurrence in American education in the present 
, century.” 


Already, one student in every four beginning higher edu­ 
cation in the United States is enrolled in a junior college. 
From a total of eight such institutions at the turn ot the 
century, the number has grown to (>77, serving more than 
|900,000 students last year in all* types of programs. It has 
been estimated that by 1970 most communities with popula­ 
tions of 50,000 or more will have at least one junior college. 
In his recent b o o k , THE COMMUNITY JUNIOR COL­ 
LEGE, James Thornton of San Jose State College, predicts 
that we can expect these institutions to accommodate at 
least two million students in ten years. Senator Clifford 
Case of New Jersey has proposed legislation to use federal 
funds to expand junior college facilities in the United States. 


What are these junior colleges, and what do they do? 1 he 
nomenclature alone is enough to contuse m a n y : Some are 
called te c h n ic a l institutes, others seminaries, others city 
colleges or community colleges or just plain colleges. Most 
are two-year institutions, but some also offer one-year or 
three-year sequences. The largest number are publicly sup­ 
ported and offer higher education free or at nominal cost 
to students .within commuting distance. 


For the student planning to transfer to a four-year insti­ 
tution a s a junior after two years of junior college work, the 
community college offers the basic liberal arts program 
common to freshman and sophomore work. For the “termi­ 
nal” student seoking the two-year Associate in Arts degree, 
tlu* junior college offers a broad range of technical and semi- 
professional t raining.

Who should be counseled to go to a junior college. 
1. The able student who, for financial reasons or a lack 
of maturity, desires to attend college close to home. 
2. The student wh o is uncertain of his ultimate objective, 
but who wants to begin his h i g h e r education. 
The student who has under-achieved in high school, but 
who has tlie intellectual potential for college. 
4. The student who w a n t s only a two-year general educa­ 
tion. 


The junior college may offer a unique opportunity to the 
student who needs to “find himself,” Its faculty is usually 
not concerned with research or graduate work and there­ 
fore may devote more time to the individual student's needs. 


The president of the American Education Council, Arthur 
Adams, recently wrote: “ We are approaching the time when 
two years of college, either to develop a vocational skill or to 
prepare for further college education will be as necessary

MINIMUM INFLATION 
High on the new Administration’s list of “must” legisla­ 
tion is an increase in the minimum wage from the present $1 
to $1.25 an hour. 
Opposition to this hike is, characterized as “heartless”, and 
the impression is given bv the measure s boosters that the 
opposition conies only from “greedy sweatshop owners.” 
There probably are still a few greedy sweatshop owners 
around, and nobody else is heartless enough to contend that 
a breadwinner can support his family on $40 a weak these 
days. In fact, the average wage paid in industry today is 
more than twice the legal minimum. 
Why do employers who pay for more than the minimum 
fight a measure which might presumably benefit them by 
forcing their competitors to raise wages? 
The answer is that increases in tin* minimum wijl force 
wage increases all along the line. This in turn will increase 
inflationary pressures and make everything cost more. It will 
further harrier American sales of goods abroad, and in­ 
crease sales of lower priced foreign products bere. Many 
American workmen would lose their jobs in the process, 
while inflation would eat up the enforced wage increases. 
Can we exjiect “labor statesmanship” to forego increases 
in any but the minimum wages? It is unlikely. 
Already one Chicago union, which deals with warehouse 
and mail order employees, is submitting a standard contract 
to employers which provides that if and when the minimum 
wage is increased by Congress, every employee's pay will be 
increased in proportion. 
This would mean a 2 » |a*r cent raise across the board for 
every union member. The minimum wage employee would 
go from SIO to $50 a week. But a HOO a week man would 
get $125. 
It is widely recognized by economists that mans of our 
economic troubles, including high prices that workers must 
pay and unemployment that undermines their security, have 
come about because wages have risen too fast in tile past, 
A big new rise can only add to our troubles.
